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FAMED DIRECTOR 10 HEAD BIG 
PARADE IN MP CENTENNIAL 


Fire Marshall Asks 
Observance of 
Permit Regulations 


An appeal for public cooperation 
in obtaining permits for proper 
burning of grass and weed cuttings 
and other waste material was made 
this week by Marshal“ Ed Wick- 
strom of the Menlo Park Fire Dist- 
rict in a move to prevent fire losses 
during the imminent dry season. 


Wickstrom pointed out that per- 
mits, issued without fees, are requir- 
ed for outdoor burning of waste 
either in approved incinerators or 
in open fires. Many persons who 
obtained permits last year have not 
renewed them and are going ahead 
with burning in violation of the Fire 
District ordinance. 

In addition, newcomers to this 
area are burning waste without ever 
having obtained permits, he said. 

He explained the district is desir- 
ous of having new residents under- 
stand the regulations and thus help 
avert fire damage. 


Permits may be obtained at any 
of the district’s three fire stations 
—the central station at 1077 Merrill 
in Menlo Park, at 32 Alamendral in 
Atherton and at 2084 Manhattan in 
East Palo Alto. Regulations gov- 
erning both incinerator and open 
fires will be explained fully when 
permits are issued. 


“It is important to opserve the 
regulations as the dry season nears,” 
the marshal said. “The requirement 
for permits to be renewed after 
April 1 is based on weather exper- 
ince and is designed to avert fire 
losses... Late rains this spring caus- 
ed new growth which now is getting 
into the dry, dangerous stage. 

“Grass and weeds in yards, both 
at residential and commercial prop- 
erty, should be cut to remove a haz- 
ard, but should be burned only un- 
der permits and by observing the 
regulations.” 

Wickstrom urged also that house- 
holders clean out all inflammable 
material such as rags and paper 
from attics, garages and other stor- 


age places. He said that oily or 
paint-soaked rags are especially 
ccmbustible. 


He pointed out property damage 
caused by unlawful outdoor burning 
could result in the offender being 
held liable for losses as well as fac- 
ing prosecution under the fire or- 
dinance. 

The fire district includes the area 
south from the Redwood City city 
limits to the San Mateo-Santa Clara 
county line. Persons who wish to 
ascertain whether their property 
lies within the district may do so by 
telephoning the central fire sta- 
tion, P. A. 4848.

THAT FIRE STATION 


The controversy touched off a month ago over plans of the 
Menlo Park Fire District to build a new central station at Oak 
Grove avenue and Hoover street hasn’t died. It’s simmering. 


From what we gather from here, the opponents have ad- 
opted a course of watchful waiting now that they have ex- 
pressed themselves vigorously in writing and verbally. Any 
sudden move by the district toward exercising its option on the 
proposed site is certain to stir up another hornet’s nest. 

However, the fire commission apparently has adopted a 
fair-minded attitude. Commissioner Polk Dodson states that 
the situation is ‘status quo’’ and indicates there is no inclin- 
ation to rush into the project. Instead, the commission has 
carried on a study of possible alternate sites and has asked 
for listings of others. 

The commission’s problem isn’t a simple one. As it has 
stated, it has an obligation to taxpayers of the district not 
only to provide adequate protection for a fast-growing area, 
but to provide it as reasonably as possible. Some other sug- 
gested sites have been found priced too high. Doubtless some 
property owners see opportunity to obtain a fancy price simply 
because the prospective buyer is a government agency. 

That’s unsound. Unlike a private corporation that can and 
will pay a price to get what it needs, a public agency is pretty 
well restricted. It operates with tax money under a budget 
prepared in advance of the operating period and subject to 
public approval. 

In the end, the overall community need on any public ques- 
tion is paramount. But the district should give full consid- 
eration to the feelings of persons involved in the current mat- 
ter and explore every possible avenue of approach to the prob- 
lem. 

The commission left itself somewhat open in its recent 
statement of reasons for taking the Hoover avenue site op- 
tion by arguing a station there would enhance surrounding 
property values by the added protection it would afford. Prob- 
ably all of 30 seconds would be needed for a “’run’’ by equip- 
ment from the present central station to the area around 
Hoover and Oak Grove, so it’s pretty well protected right now. 
Residents of the neighborhood have been quick to attack that 
argument. 

A commendable sentence in the commission’s statement 
was that it would ‘welcome further discussion in the interest 


of the community as a whole.”’ 
That’s exactly what it’s getting. 


PARKING GOLDEN RULE 


Several El Camino Real merchants have complained that 
parking spaces in front of their establishments are frequently 
occupied for lengthy periods by the automobiles of their com- 
petitors who, naturally, like to have room for customers in 
front of their own stores. 

So would the businessmen making the complaint. 

Police Chief Potter, aware of the ‘‘beefs,’’ has the logical 
answer: 

1. Menlo Park has plenty of off-street parking space. 

2. \It also has a one-hour parking limit along El Camino 
in the business district. Policemen have tag books and the 
overtime parking ordinance will be enforced as strongly as 
police manpower permits. 

After all, it’s just the golden rule that’s at point. Spaces 
in front of stores should be for customers so they can take ad- 
vantage of the one-hour parking.

Your 
City’s 
Business

Tomorrow voters will go to the 
polls and determine whether or not 
the Menlo Park area is to receive 
its much needed high school. A bond 
issue requires two votes in favor for 
every negative vote cast in order 
to pass. It therefore behooves all 
of us in the southern end of the 
District to do all we can to get out 
a heavy vote down here. The major 
portion of the bond proceeds is ear- 
marked for the Menlo Park school. 
If we in the southern end had to 
build the southern school from our 
own resources, the resulting tax rate 
would be three times as great. But 
it is only fair that the whole dist- 
rict join in the payment of the cost 
of our school for taxpayers in the 
southern end have paid for close to 
one-third of the present Sequoia 
school plant. In all events, the 
present bond issue gives us every- 
thing we have any right to ask for, 
and we should make the vote for it 
unanimous down here. 


The 25 cent increase in the school 
tax rate limit was put on the bafot 
at the request of the teachers in 
order that the School Board have 
the financial resources to pay an 
increased salary scale. Under the 
circumstances, I would consider a 
favorable vote on this proposition to 
constitute a mandate to the Board 
to increase teachers’ salaries. Aside 
from this phase of the matter, we 
all recognize that the cost of com- 
modities and services has shot ’way 
up, while the assessed valuation of 
the typical home or business prop- 
erty has remained unchanged. It 
is a credit to the management of 
the school that the tax rate is only 
7 per cent higher now than in 1938, 
while the average for the county’s 
5 other high school districts has in- 
creased 47 per cent. During the same 
interval the San Mateo County rate 
went up 76 percent and the average 
elementary school rate has risen 
163 per cent.

During the year 1924 the City 
Council was busy enacting ordinanc- 
es to regulate the use of property, 
prohibiting signs, establishment of a 
lighting district, the organization of 
a police force and the preparation 
of a budget. 


On August 20, 1924 the Council 
fixed the tax rate at 50c upon each 
$100.00 of taxable property. 

Many of the streets within the 
boundaries of the Town were form- 
erly County roads, and the question | 
of keeping them in repair became 
one of the principal considerations; 
the first project of importance be- 
ing the repair of the Alameda de las 
,Pulgas between Atherton and Ran- 
|dol avenues. 

Problems outside the Town limits 
needed occasional attention. The 
\first of these was a successful pro- 
|test against the creation of small 
lots in a proposed subdivision of 
“Palo Alto Park”. 


|of San Francisco County annexing 
San Mateo County has arisen, and 
;0n November 5, 1924 at the request 
of the “Three Cities Chamber of 
Commerce”, Mr. M. A. Harris was 
appointed as a delegate to represent 
the Town in any discussions. 

Inasmuch as Burlingame and oth- 
er neighboring cities had adopted 
minimum costs for residences an or- 
dinance was adopted providing a 
minimum cost of $800.00 per room 
for all residential dwellings in Ath- 
erton. 

The Town entered into a contract 
with the Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company for the installation and 
upkeep of the street lighting sys- 
tem. 

The big task of regulating the use 
of property confronted the Council 
and on March 25, 1925 a proposed 
zening ordinance was introduced. 
After some delays, many hearings 
and modifications, Zoning Ordin- 
ance No. 50 was adopted on June 3, 
1925, the business zone under this 
ordinance being substantially the 
Same as now constituted. 

The tax rate for the fiscal year 
1925-26 was fixed at 59c per $100.00 
of taxable property, and as the 
Town had been enlarged the funds 
to meet ®so#Expenses was real- 
izd from additional valuation of 
newly added property. 

One of the first subdivisions in 
Atherton was the “Edmond Doyle 
Estate”, and the owners thereof were 
prevailed upon to create lots with 
a minimum size of one acre and a 
minimum of $3,000.00 per dwelling. 

It was realized that Atherton

Vandenberg has ability and vision 
able to rise above the limitations 
that have confined Uncle Sam to the 
role of a counter-scold rather than 
a wise and high-minded peace- 
maker. Warren has an almost ov- 
erpowering friendliness, a stability 
of motive, an undaunted, imperturb- 
able good-nature which transcend- 
ed party lines in California and 
might go far toward healing wounds 
of international misunderstanding. 
I sincerely hope that one of them 
will win his party’s nomination. 
Whether he could, then, beat 
Truman, who will probably be nom- 
inated by default, I make no posi- 
tive prediction; but I rather think 
so. If he did, we might achieve a 
state department that would blow 
either hot or cold and not inter- 
mittently one, then the other. Tru- 
man, having first won, then lost the 
Jewish vote, has regained it by his 
sudden and surprising recognition of 
the State of Israel. But he can- 
not, unless he abjectly recants his 
just but ill-timed Civil Rights pro- 


scientious, commendable fashion. 
He is probably no worse—and, for 
that matter no better—than many 
a president before him. That he 
and the men he has appointed fail- 
ed to solve the overwhelming prob- 
lems which are the aftermath of 


God forbid—the prelude to World 
War III, is not his fault. Much pub- 
lic gratitude is due-him for an hon- 
est and faithful attempt. But I’m 
afraid that Harry Truman does not 
have the stature to redeem a world 
torn by the violent schisms of fre- 
netically antagonistic powers. — 

The question then arises: is there 
anyone who does possess such stat- 
ure? I have little faith in men of 
the Taft, Stassen or Dewey type: 
clever, old line politicians; party 
men with fixed and mechanized 
ideals, despite their unquestioned 
patriotism. One, no doubt, will win 
the nomination and between any 
one of them and Harry Truman 
there is little choice. 

Senator Vandenberg intimates he 
would accept the nomination. Earl 
Warren has definitely stated that he 
would. Either, with the help of 
Heaven and a better Cabinet, might 
effect an honorable co-operation 
with the Russians, if such a thing is 
possible; or a balance of power that

Ripley, 2-4057. 

Meantime, the Sequoia Citizens 
Committee wound up its intensive 
work in behalf of the bond issue 
and tax increase. Thousands of col- 
ored folders, pointing out in narra- 
tive and in figures the critical need 
for more high school facilities and 
the means of operating them, have 
been distributed through the dist- 
rict. 

These folders explained that the 
first-year cost of the bond issue 
would be only 15 cents for each $100 
of assessed valuation on property. 
The cost would decrease each year. 

They also pointed out that should 
the trustees levy the entire amount 
of the 25-cent permissive tax boost, 
|the cost to the owner of a home as- 
sessed at $2000 (about $10,000 market 
value) would be $5 yearly. 

“Our bonded indebtedness (for 
Sequoia district) is but $40,000 as 
against a legal limit of around $3,- 
000,000,” the folders stated. “We 
can afford the cost. Our proposal

“Alley”: A public or private way 
permanently reserved as a secondary 
means of access to abutting prop- 
erty. 

“Apartment Hotel” A building or 
portion thereof designed for or con- 
taining both individual guest rooms 
or suites of rooms and dwelling 
units. 

“Apartment House”: Same as 
“Dwelling, Multiple.” 

“Boarding House”: A building in 
which there are not more than five 
(5) guest rooms where lodging with 
or without meals is provided for

Section 2: Definitions. For the 


purpose of this ordinance, certain 
words and terms are defined as fol- 
lows: 


“Accessory Building”: A portion of 
the main building or a detached 


subordinate building located on the 
same lot, the use of which is cus- 
tomarily incident to that of the 
main building, or to the use of land. 
Where a substantial part of the wall 
of an accessory building is a part 
of the main building or where an 
accessory building is attached to 
the main building in a substantial 


compensation. 

“Building” Any structure having a 
roof supported by columns or walls 
for the housing or enclosure of per- 
sons, animals or chattels. Where a 
dwelling is separated by a division 
wall without openings, each portion 
of such dwelling shall be deemed a 
separate building. 

“Building, height of”: The vertical 
distance measured from the adjoin- 
ing curb level, to the highest point 
of ceiling of the top story in the case 
of a flat roof; to the deck line of 
a mansard roof; and to the mean 
height level between eaves and 
ridge of a gable, hip or gambrel 
roof; provided, however, that where 
buildings are set back from the 
street line, the height of the build- 
ing may be measured from the aver- 
age elevation of the finished lot 
grade at the front of the building. 

“Building Line”: A line shown on 
the “Building Line Map” indicating

the minimum depth of a front yard 
or the minimum depth of a side 
yard along the street side of a cor- 
ner lot. 


“Camp, Trailer”: Any area or 
tract of land used or designed to 
accommodate two (2) or more auto- 
mobile house trailers, or two (2) 
or more camping parties, including 
gene: tents or other camping out- 

ts. 

“Court”: An open unoccupied 
space, other than a yard, on the 
same lot with a building and bound- 
ed on two (2) or more sides by such 
building. 

“Court Apartment’: One, two or 
three multiple dwellings arranged 
around two (2) or three (3) sides of 
a court which opens onto a street. 

“Curb Level”: The level of the 
established curb in front of the 
building measured at the center of 
such front. Where no curb level has 
been established, the City Engin- 
cer shall establish such curb level 
or its equivalent for the purpose of 
this ordinance. 

“Dwelling”: A building or portion 
thereof designed exclusively for res- 
idential occupancy, including one- 
family, two-family and multiple 
dwellings, but not including hotels 
or boarding houses. 

“Dwelling Unit’: Two or more 
rooms in a dwelling or apartment 
hotel designed for occupancy by 
one family for living or sleeping pur- 
poses and having only one (1) kit- 
chen. 

“Dwelling, One-Family”: A de- 
tached building designed exclusively 
for occupancy by one (1) family.

“Dwelling, Two-Family”: A build- 
ing designed exclusively for occu- 
pancy by two (2) families, living in- 
dependently of each other.

“Lot, Interior’: A lot other than 
a corner lot. 

“Lot, Key”: The first lot to the 
rear of a reversed corner lot and 
not separated by an alley. 

“Lot, Through”: A lot having 
frontage on two (2) parallel or ap- 
proximately parallel streets. 

“Non-Conforming Building’: A 
building or structure or portion 
thereof lawfully existing at the time 
this Ordinance became effective, 
which was designed, erected or 
structurally altered, for a use that 
Coes not conform to the use regula- 
tions of the district in which it is 
located, or a building or structure 
that does not conform to all the 
height or area regulations of the 
district in which it is located. 

“Non-Conforming Use”: A use 
which lawfully occupied a building 
or land at the time this Ordinance 
became effective and which does not 
;conform with the use regulations 
of the district in which it is located. 

“Parking Space, Automobile”; 
Space within a building or public 
parking area for the temporary 
| parking or storage of one (1) auto- 
mobile. 

“Servant’s Quarters”: Living 
quarters within an accessory build- 
ing located on the same premises 
with the main building, for the sole 
use of persons employed thereon;

used as a separate dwelling. 

“Story”: That portion of a build- 
ing included between the surface 
of any floor and the surface of the 
fioor next above it, or if there be no 
fidor above it, then the space be- 
tween such floor and the ceiling next 
above it. Any portion of a story 
exceeding fourteen (14) feet in 
height shall be considered as an ad- 
ditional story for each fourteen (14) 
feet or fraction thereof. 

“Story, Half’: A story with at 
least two (2) of its opposite sides 
situated in a sloping rvof, the floor 
area of which does not exceed two- 
thirds (2/3) of the floor area im- 
mediately below it. 

“Street”: A public or private 
thoroughfare which affords princi- 
pal means of access to abutting 


property. 
“Structural Alterations’: Any 
change which would prolong the life 


of the supporting members of a 
building. such as bearing walls, col- 
umns, beams or girders. 

“Tourist Court’: A group of at- 
tached or detached buildings con- 
taining individual sleeping or liv- 
ing units, designed for or used tem- 
porarily by automobile tourists or 
transients, with garage attached or 
parking space conveniently located 
to each unit, including auto courts, 
motels, or motor lodges. 

“Trailer, Automobile”: A vehicle 
without motive power, designed to be 
drawn by a motor vehicle and to be 
used for human habitation or for 
carrying persons and property, in- 
cluding a trailer coach or house 
trailer. 

“Use”: The purpose for which 
land or a building is arranged, de- 
signed or intended, or for which 
either land or building is or may 
be occupied or maintained. 

“Yard”: An open space other than 
a court, on a lot, uncccupied and 
unobstructed from the ground up- 
ward, except as other wise provided 
in this ordinance. 

“Yard, Front”: A yard extending 
across the full width of the lot, the 
depth of which is the minimum 
horizontal distance between the 
front lot line and a line parallel 
thereto on the lot as shown on the 
“Building Line Map.” 

“Yard, Rear”: A yard extending a- 
cross the full width of the lot be- 
tween the main building and the 
rear lot line; the depth of the re- 
quired rear yard shall be measured 
horizontally from the neare t part 
of a main building toward the near- 
est point of the rear lot line. 

“Yard, Side’: A yard, between a 
main building end the side-lot line, 
extending from the front yard to 
the rear yard; the width of the re- 
quired side yard shall be measured 
horizontally from the nearest part 
of a main building toward the near- 
est point of the side lot unless other- 
wise shown on the “Building Line 
Map.” 

“Words—Certain Words Con- 
strued”: Words used in the present 
tense include the future; words in 
the singular number include the 
plural; and those in the plural num- 
ber include the singular. The word 
“building” includes the word “struc- 
ture”, and the word “shall” is man- 
datory and not directory. The term 
“Council” when used shall mean the 
City Council of the City of Menlo 
Park and “Commission” shall mean 
the City Planning Commission of 
the City of Menlo Park. The word 
“City” when used shall mean the 
incorporated City of Menlo Park. 

SECTION 3: Zones and Bound- 
aries Thereof—Yards and Building 
Lines. 

A. Zones: In order to carry out 
the purpose and provisions of this 
Ordinance the City is hereby divided 
into eleven (11) zones, described 
and designated as follows: 

“R-1-A” One-family zone 

“R-1-B” One-family zone 

“R-1-C” One-family zone 

“R-1-C-1” One-family zone 

“R-1-D” One-family zone 

“R-2” Multiple Dwelling zone 

“R-3” Multiple Dwelling zone 

“C-1” Commercial zone 

“C-2” Light Industrial zone 

“I” Industrial zone 

“Ag” Agricultural zone 

The zones aforesaid and the 
boundaries of such zones are shown 
vpon a map attached hereto and 
made a part of this Ordinance, be- 
ing designated as the “Zoning Map” 
end said map and all the notations, 
references and other information 
shewn thereon shall be as much a 
part of this Ordinance as if the 
matters and information set forth 
by said map were all fully described 
herein.

SECTION 1%: Variances, Adjust- 
ments and Appeals. 

A. Authority of Council and Com- 
mission—Where practical difficult- 
jes, unnecessary hardships or re- 
sults inconsistent with the general 
purposes of this Ordinance may re- 
sult from the strict and literal in- 
terpretation and enforcement of the 
provisions thereof, the Council, up- 
on the verified application of any 
property owner or lessee of the 
property affected, shall have auth- 
ority to grant upon such terms and 
conditions as it deems necessary, 
such variances therefrom as may be 
in harmony with their general pur- 
pose and intent so that the spirit 
of this Ordinance shall be observed, 
public safety and welfare secured 
and substantial justice done. 

The verified application afore- 
mentioned shall be first filed with 
the Commission which body shall 
hear and make recommendation to 
the City Council 'respecting the 
matters set forth in said applica- 
tion; the Commission shall be a 
fact-finding body, and the hearing 
or hearings respecting any applica- 
tion filed with it shall be held in 
the form and manner hereinafter set 
forth in this section. 

B. Variance Requirements—No 
variance shall be granted unless the 
applicant can produce facts to show 
that practical difficulties and un- 
necessary hardships, within the 
meaning of the provisions of this 
Ordinance, would resuit from the 
strict compliance with the provis- 
ions thereof, and, further, no var- 
jance shall be granted unless it ap- 
pears, and the Commission specifies 
in its findings the facts which es- 
tablish beyond a reasonable doubt: 

(a) That there are exceptional 
circumstances or conditions appli- 
cable to the property involved or to 
the intended use thereof, that do 
not apply generally to the property 
or class of uses in the same zone; 

(b) That such variance is neces- 
sary for the preservation of a sub- 
Stantial property right of the appli- 
cant; 

(c) That the granting of .such 
variance will not be materially det- 
rimental to the public welfare or in- 
jurious to the property or improve- 
ments in the zone or district in 
which the property is located.

D. Hearing Date—Notice upon 
the Filing of such Application—The 
Commission shall set a date for 
hearing the same which date shall 
;be not less than ten (10) days nor 
more than thirty (30) days after 
the filing of said application. Not 
less than five (5) days prior to the 
Gate of such public hearing, public 
|notice of the time, place and pur- 
|pose thereof shall be given by either 
or both of the following methods: 

1. By publication of a notice in a 
newspaper having a general circu- 
lation in the City; 
| 2. By mailing a post card or let- 
|ter notice to the owners of all prop- 
erty within two hundred and fifty 
(250) feet of the exterior boundaries 
of the property involved, using for 
this purpose the last known name 
and address of such owners as shown 
upon the records of the City Clerk, 
or the last equalized assessment roll. 
Provided, however, that public hear- 
ings need not be held on applica- 
tions for variance from the height 
;regulations, unless deemed neces- 
sary by the Commission. 

And, it is provided further that 
\failure of any such persons, within 
the two hundred and fifty (250) feet 
area aforementioned, to receive 
such notice shall not affect in any 
manner the validity of the proceed- 
ings nor the jurisdiction of the City 
Council in said matter. 

E. Determination by Commission 

—If from the facts presented with 
or through the application at the 
public hearing, or by investigation 
by or at the instance of the Com- 
mission, said commission makes the 
findings set forth in subsection B 
of this section, it may approve and 
recommend to the Council the 
granting of said requested variance, 
in whole or in part, with or without 
modification, upon such terms and 
conditions as it may deem neces- 
sary to conform with the general in- 
tent and purpose of this Ordinance. 
If the Commission fails to make said 
findings, it shall disapprove said 
application and recommend to said 
Somnet that the application be de- 
nied. 
Each decision by the Commission 
shall be by a majority vote of its 
full membership, and may be by 
either motion or resolution; the 
findings of facts required by sub- 
section B of this section, shall be in 
writing. The Commission shall make 
its findings and submit its recom- 
mendation or recommendations to 
the Council within thirty (30) days 
from the date of hearing on such 
application, or the date of filing 
;when no hearing is held, and shall 
likewise forthwith transmit a copy 
of said findings to the applicant. 

F. Variance Effective—A variance 
granted or authorized by the Coun- 
cil shall become effective immed- 
iately upon the action of said Coun- 
cil, and said action may be in the 
form of a motion or resolution by 
said Council passed and adopted by 
a four-fifths vote of the whole of 
said Council. 

G. Appeal—The Commission shall 
have power to hear and decide ap- 
peals involving the enforcement of 
this Ordinance when such appeals 
are based upon questions of the in- 
terpretation of said Ordinance; and, 
the Council shall have power to 
hear and decide appeals from the 
Gecision of said Commission on the 
Same questions. 

SECTION 8: 
mendments. 

A. Procedure for Change—When- 
ever the public necessity, conven- 
jence, general welfare, or good zon- 
ing practice require, the Council may 
by ordinance, after report thereon by 
the commission and subject to the 
procedure provided in this section, 
amend, supplement or change the 
regulations, zone boundaries, or 
classifications of property, now or 
hereafter established by this Ordin- 
ance. An amendment, supplement, 
reclassification, or change may be 
initiated by a resolution of inten- 
tion by the Commission or the City 
Council or by a verified application 
of one or more of the owners or 
lessees of the property within the 
area proposed to be changed. 

B. Application for Change—Form 
and Contents—Applications for any 
change of zone boundaries or re- 
classification of zones, shall be filed 
with the City Clerk upon forms and 
accompanied by such data and in- 
formation as may be prescribed for 
that purpose by the Commission so 
as to assure, the fullest practicable 
presentation of facts for the per- 
manent record. And, each such ap- 
plication shall be accompanied by 
a fee payable to the City, in the 
sum of $25.00, which amount shall 
be deposited to the credit of the 
General Fund of said City. Each 
{such application shall be verified 
by at least one of the owners or 
lessees of property within the area 
; proposed to be changed, attesting to 
| the truth and correctness of all facts 
and information presented with the 
application. 

Hearing Date Notice—Upon 
the filing of such application or the 
adoption of such resolution by the 
Council, the matter shall be refer- 
red to the’ Commission for report 
and recommendation and shall be 
set for public hearing before the 
Commission. Notices of the time, 
place and purpose of such hearing 
shall be given by the following 
method: 

1. By at least one publication in 
@ newspaper of general circulation 
in the City, designated for that pur- 
pose by the Council and not less 
than ten (10) days prior to the date 
of hearing; 

2. By mailing a postal card or 
letter notice not less than five (5) 
days prior to the date of such hear- 
ing to the owners of all property 
within not less than two hundred 
and fifty (250) feet of the area pro- 
posed to be changed, using for this 
purpose the last known name and 
address upon the records of the City 
Clerk. 

3. In connection with a hearing 
concerning only the amending, sup- 
plementing or changing of the text

tion, shall suffice. Resolutions of 
intention by the Commission shall 
follow the same procedure as set 
forth above. 

D. Decision by Commission and 
Council—If, from the facts present- 
ed, the Commission finds that pub- 
lic_ necessity, convenience, general 
welfare, or good zoning practice, re- 
quire the change or reclassification 
involved or any portion thereof, the 
Commission may recommend such 
change to the Council, and other- 


The Commission shall make its find- 
ings and determination in writing 
within thirty (30) days from the 
Gate of filing of any such applica- 
tion and shall forthwith transmit 
a copy thereof to the applicant. If 
the application is approved, the 
Commission shaH transmit the ap- 
Plication, together with its report 
and recommendations relative there- 
to to the City Council. The City 
Council, after conducting a public 
hearing, with published notice as 
provided in paragraph 1 subsection 
C of this section, may by ordin- 
ance effect such amendment, sup- 
plement, change or reclassification 
or any portion thereof. 

E. Denial—Appeal—If an appii- 
cation for change or reclassifica- 
tion is denied by the Commission 
as provided above, the applicant 
may, within twenty (20) days from 
the date the notification of denial 
was mailed to the said applicant; 
appeal to the Council by written 
notice of appeal filed with the City 


| Clerk. Said appeal shall be filed 
‘in duplicate and shall set forth 
specifically wherein the Commis- 
sion’s findings were in error and 
wherein the public necessity, con- 
venience, welfare, or good zoning 
practice require such change or re- 
classification. Said appeal must be 
referred to the Commission, and 
thereupon the Commission shall 
make a report to the Council dis- 
closing in what respect it failed to 
find that the public necessity, con- 
venience, general welfare, or good 
zoning practice requires the change 
or reclassification involved. The 
Council may be a fourth-fifths 
(4/5) vote of the whole of said 
Council, grant any appealed appli- 
cation, but before making any 
change in the recommendation of 
the Commission, the Council must 
set the matter for public hearing, 
giving the same notice as provided 
in paragraphs 1 and 2, sub-section 
C of this section, and must make a 
written finding of fact setting forth 
wherein the Commission’s findings 
were in error. 

The procedure of the Council in 
effecting a change or reclassification 
of property initiated by resolution 
of intention, rather than by appli- 
cation of property owners, or for an 
amendment or supplement to the 
text which has been disapproved or 
partially disapproved by the Com- 
mission, shall be the same as that 
outlined above in this subsection for 
the granting of an appealed appli- 
cation, except that the published 
notice of hearing, as provided above, 
shall suffice on any matter involving 
only an amendment or supplement 
to the text of this ordinance. 

F. Change in Building Line Map. 
A building line shown on the “Build- 
ing Line Map” may be changed, or 
new building lines may be establish- 
ed thereon, by following the same 
procedure set forth in this section 
for changes and amendments. 

SECTION 9: Use Permits. 

1. Use Permits, Revocable Use 
Permits, and Use Permits valid for 
a term of six months, may be issued 
by the Commission for any of the 
following: 

(a) Any of the uses or purposes 
for which said permits are required 
or permitted by the provisions of 
this Ordinance. 

(b) Public utility or public service 
uses or public buildings in any dis- 
trict when found to be necessary 
for the public health, safety, con- 
venience or welfare. 

(c) Removal of minerals and nat- 
ural materials, including building 
and construction materials, in any 
district. 

(d) To classify as a conforming 
use any institutional use existing 
in any district at the time of the 
establishment of such district. 

2. The fee for application for such 
permits shall be ten dollars ($10.00) 
and such use permits shall be is- 
sued under the same procedure as 
that specified in Section 7 of this 
Ordinance for the granting of ad- 
justment, except that: 

3. No public hearing need be held 
thereon; provided, that the Com- 
mission may hold such hearings 
thereon as it may deem to be nec- 
essary. 

4. The findings of the Commission, 
except as otherwise provided in this 
Section, need include only that the 
establishment, maintenance and/or 
conducting of the use for which the 
use permit is sought will not under 
the circumstances of the particular 
case, be detrimental to the health, 
safety, morals, comfort, convenience, 
or welfare, of persons residing or 
working in the neighborhood of such 
use and will not, under the cir- 
cumstances of the particular case, 
be detrimental to the public welfare 
or injurious to property or improve- 
ment in said neighborhood. 

5. All other provisions of said 
Section 7 including the designation 
by the Commission of any condi- 
tions upon which the permit may 
be granted shall apply to the grant- 
ing of a use permit. 

SECTION 10: Enforcement. 

All departments, officials and pub- 
lic employees of the City of Menlo 
Park vested with the duty or auth- 
ority to issue permits shall conform 
to the provisions of this Ordinance 
and shall issue no permit or license 
for uses, buildings, or purposes in 
conflict with the provisions of this 
Ordinance; and any such permit or 
any business license issued in con- 
flict with the provisions of this Or- 
dinance. shall be null and void. It 
shall be the duty of the Building 
Inspector of the City to enforce the 
provisions of this Ordinance per- 
taining to the erection, construc- 
tion, reconstruction, moving, con- 
version, alteration, or addition to 
any building or structure. 

SECTION 11: Penalties.

SECTION 12: Legal Precedure, 
Abatement, Injunction, etc. 

Any building or structure set up, 
erected, constructed, altered, en- 
larged, converted, moved, or main- 
tained contrary to the provisions of 
|this Ordinance, and any use of any 
land, building or premise establish- 
ed, conducted, operated or maintain- 
ed contrary to the provisions of this 
Ordinance, shall be and the same is 
hereby declared to be unlawful and 
@ public nuisance; and the City 
Attorney of said City shall, upon 
order of the City Council, immed- 
jiately commence action or proceed- 
ings for the abatement and removal 
and enjoinment thereof in the man- 
ner provided by law, and shall take 
such other steps and shall apply to 
such courts as may have jurisdic- 
tion to grant such relief as will a- 
bate and remove such building or 
jstructure, and restrain and enjoin 
any person, firm or corporation 
from setting up, erecting, building, 
maintaining, or using any such 
building or structure or using any 
property contrary to the provisions 
of this Ordinance. The remedies 
provided for herein shall be cumu- 
\lative and not exclusive. 

SECTION 13: Repeal. 

Ordinance No. 55, and other Or- 
dinances amendatory thereto, and 
all other ordinances and parts of 
ordinances of said City, except Or- 
dinances numbered 164 and 165 of 
said city, in conflict with this Or- 
dinance, to the extent of such con- 
flict and no further, are hereby re- 
pealed; provided that nothing here- 
in contained shall be deemed to re- 
peal or amend any ordinance of said 
City requiring a permit or license 
or both to cover any business, trade, 
or occupation. 

It is specifically provided herein 
that Ordinance No. 164 (adopting 
and establishing certain Fire Zones 
in said City) and Ordinance No. 
165 (adopting the 1946 edition of 
the Uniform Building Code) both 
of which ordinances were passed 
and adopted by the City Council 
of the City of Menlo Park on March 
9, 1948, are not repealed by this or- 
dinance. 

SECTION 14: Short Title. 

This Ordinance shall be known 
and cited as the “Comprehensive 
Zoning Ordinance of the City of 
Menlo Park.” 

SECTION 15: Interpretation. 

Interpreting and applying the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance, they shall 
be held to be the minimum require- 
ments adopted for the promotion of 
the public health, safety, comfort, 
convenience and general welfare. 
Except as specifically herein pro- 
vided, it is not intended by the adop- 
tion of this Ordinance to repeal, ab- 
rogate, annul or in any way to im- 
pair or interfere with any existing 
provision of law or ordinance, or any 
rules, regulations or permits prey- 
iously adopted or issued, or which 
shall be adopted or issued pursuant 
to law relating to the erection, con- 


struction, establishment, moving, al- - 


teration or enlargement of any 
building or improvement; nor is it 
intended by this Ordinance to in- 
terfere with or abrogate or annul 
any easement, covenant or other 
agreement between parties; provided, 
however, that in cases in which this 
Ordinance imposes a greater restric- 
tion upon the erection, construc- 
tion, establishment, moving, altera- 
tion or enlargement of buildings or 
the use of any such building or 
premises in said several districts or 
any of them, than is imposed or re-: 
quired by such existing provisions 
of law or ordinance or by such rules, 
regulations or permits, or by such 
easements, covenants or agreements, 
then in such case the provisions of 
this Ordinance shall control. 

SECTION 16: Validity. 

If any Section, sentence, clause or 
phrase of this Ordinance is for any 
reason held by a court of competent 
jurisdiction to be invalid, such de- 
cision shall not affect the validity 
of the remaining portion of this 
Ordinance.. The City Council here- 
by declares that it would have pass- 
ed this Ordinance and each section, 
sentence, clause and phrase hereof, 
irrespective of the fact that any one 
or more sections, sentences, clauses 
or phrases be declared invalid. 

SECTION 17: Effective Date — 
Emergency. 

This Ordinance is hereby declared 
to be an Ordinance for the immed- 
jate preservation of the public 
health, welfare and safety on the 
ground and for the reason that the 
rapid growth of said City, as a re- 
sult of annexations of large areas 
of property, including the proposed 
development of said properties and 
the increase of construction there- 
on, necessitates the immediate pass- 
age and adoption of a comprehens- 
ive zoning plan, which plan must 
modernize existing zoning regula- 
tions and restrictions in conformity 
with present conditions and progress 
of development and construction; 
that, by reason of the foregoing, it 
is necessary that this Ordinance be 
effective immediately in order to 
avoid confusion in the administra- 
tion of the zoning regulations and 
restrictions in said City, and in the 
administration of the building in- 
spection department in connection 
therewith. Therefore, this Ordin- 
ance shall take effect immediately 
and shall be published once in the 
Menlo Park Recorder, a newspaper 
printed, published and circulated 
within the City of Menlo Park. 

INTRODUCED this 23rd day of 
March, 1948.
